3A.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3A  as  proposed 

by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Purpose:  This  amendment  is  required  to  bring  the  Zoning  Ordinance  into 
compliance  with  the  recently  enacted  State  Statute,  RSA  674:32,  which 
requires  that  Gilmanton  permit  Mobile  Home  Parks  and  Subdivisions  to 
exist  in  most  residentially  districted  land  areas  within  the  Town.

Amend  Article  III.F.4,  Signs,  to  prohibit  portable  signs. 
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If  adopted,  this  amendment  will  not  allow  the  use  of  portable  signs  within 
the  Town. 

3C.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3C  as  proposed  by 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  III.l.,  Satellite  Dish  Antennas,  to  clarify  the  setback 
requirements  of  the  existing  Ordinance. 

If  adopted,  this  amendment  will  not  change  the  existing  Ordinance.  It  will 
allow  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  setbacks  required  in  that  Ordinance. 

3D.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3D  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  IV,  Table  2,  Second  Footnote,  to  require  one  additional 
acre  above  the  minimum  lot  size  for  each  dwelling  unit  in  excess  of  one 
dweUing  unit. 

If  adopted,  this  amendment  will  require  one  additional  acre  more  than 
the  minimum  lot  size  for  each  dwelling  unit  in  addition  to  the  first  (2- 
family,  multi-family,  etc.).

If  adopted,  this  amendment  will  allow  fences  to  be  placed  on  the  property 
line  and  will  allow  fences  to  be  constructed  without  obtaining  a  building 
permit. 

3H.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3H  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Purpose:  If  adopted,  this  ordinance  would  limit  the  number  of  building 
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permits  for  Single  Family,  Two-Family,  Multi-Family  and  Seasonal  Con- 
versions (Conversion  of  seasonal  dwellings  to  year-round  use),  to  30  per 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

Over  the  last  several  years  the  Selectmen  have  utilized  advisory  committees  to 
help  ease  the  workload  and  provide  us  with  expertise  that  we  don't  have.  The 
first  of  these  committees  was  the  highway  or  roads  committee.  This  commit- 
tee has  helped  the  Selectmen  tremendously  in  prioritizing  our  road  improve- 
ment needs  and  developing  the  budget  necessary  to  accomplish  it. 

Another  group  that  has  worked  tirelessly  on  behalf  of  the  town  this  past 
year  is  the  town  buildings  committee.  After  last  year's  town  meeting  vote  to 
renovate  the  academy  we  asked  this  committee  to  monitor  the  project  for  the 
Selectmen.  Their  efforts  have  been  extremely  helpful  to  the  Selectmen. 

The  latest  advisory  committee  to  the  Selectmen,  has  been  asked  to  look  at 
the  possibility  of  the  town  acquiring  easements  on  land  important  to  the 
town;  either  by  gift  or  purchase.  Part  of  this  effort  is  an  article  on  the  warrant 
to  set  up  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  this  purpose  and  utilize  monies  from  the 
land  use  change  tax  to  create  this  fund. 

The  Selectmen  are  very  grateful  for  the  willingness  of  all  these  committee 
members  to  volunteer  their  time  to  the  Town  of  Gilmanton. 

The  dump  study  has  been  ongoing  this  past  year  and  is  close  to  completion. 
The  process  seems  to  take  a  ridiculously  long  time  with  each  step  needing 
approval  from  the  State.  This  study  should  be  completed  soon  with  a  closure 
plan  being  the  end  result.  At  some  time  in  the  future  the  town  will  have  to 
implement  the  closure  plan  which  will  surely  require  more  money.  In  the 
meantime  the  Selectmen  are  continuing  to  try  and  get  a  handle  on  the  current 
dump  situation  which  has  been  out  of  control.  This  year  we  hope  to  look  at 
the  possibility  of  some  voluntary  recycling  to  help  reduce  the  volume  of  trash 
which  we  have  to  pay  so  much  to  dispose  of.  We  expect  to  be  hauling  to  the 
new  incinerator  in  Concord  by  this  fall  and  hopefully  this  will  cost  a  little  less. 

Renovation  on  the  Academy  is  progressing  well  and  should  be  done  by 
March  or  April.  The  new  town  offices  will  have  different  phone  numbers  and 
addresses  and  these  will  be  sent  to  all  taxpayers  in  the  June  tax  bills. 

Revaluation  is  scheduled  to  start  this  year  with  completion  expected  in 
1990.  This  process  will  bring  all  properties  in  town  up  to  full  market  value 
and  once  this  is  in  place  the  tax  rate  will  obviously  drop.  How  this  will  affect 
your  individual  tax  bill  depends  upon  how  your  property  currently  stands  in 
relation  to  fair  market  value.  Some  properties  will  have  a  higher  total  tax 
after  reval  and  some  will  have  a  lower  total  tax  but  the  net  effect  will  be  a 
fairer  assessment  for  the  town. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  is  very  concerned  about  the  impact  of  the  budget 
on  individual  taxpayers.  There  is  a  growing  demand  for  additional  municipal 
services  and  these  all  cost  money.  We  have  tried  to  act  in  a  fiscally  responsible 
way  while  meeting  the  town's  needs.  Perhaps  you  didn't  notice  but  the 
municipal  portion  of  the  tax  rate  actually  dropped  a  little  in  1988.  We  can't 
promise  that  again  but  we  will  continue  to  operate  responsibly. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

On  March  12,  1988,  the  Gilmanton  Town  Meeting  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $634,000  for  the  purpose  of  renovations  to  the 
Academy  and  Town  Hall  buildings.  This  action  had  been  recommended 
after  study  by  the  Town  Buildings  Use  Committee  in  order  to  provide 
adequate  space  for  town  offices  and  the  Police  Department  for  the  foresee- 
able future.  The  Town  Meeting  voted  to  raise  the  funds  through  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  Chapter  33. 

Following  the  Town  Meeting,  the  members  of  the  Town  Buildings  Use 
Committee  were  asked  by  the  Selectmen  to  help  implement  the  recommen- 
dations of  their  study  by  serving  as  an  advisory  committee  during  the 
renovations.  The  committee  took  the  new  name  of  Town  Building  Commit- 
tee, and  the  following  actions  were  taken  during  the  period  April  1  — 
September  1,  1988. 

1 .  The  necessary  legal  steps  were  taken  by  the  Town  to  provide  for  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds.  Funds  from  the  bond  issue  became  available  to  the 
Town  on  July  1,  1988. 

2.  The  architect,  Paul  Mirski,  of  Enfield,  who  had  carried  out  the 
building  feasibility  study,  was  retained  for  the  renovations.  Work  was 
begun  on  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  and  prospective  contractors 
were  interviewed. 

3.  Bids  were  accepted  by  the  Town  for  a  topographical  survey  and  septic 
system  design  for  the  Academy  site,  and  for  removal  of  the  asbestos  from 
the  Academy  building. 

4.  Sugarloaf  Mountain  Builders,  Inc.,  was  retained  as  contractor. 
Beginning  with  the  September  removal  of  asbestos  from  the  Academy, 

work  at  the  Academy  site  began.  Final  subcontracting  bids  had  been  re- 
ceived for  site  work,  masonry  repairs,  painting,  insulation,  plumbing,  heat- 
ing, and  electrical  work. 

Before  outside  work  was  halted  in  late  December,  much  of  the  site  work 
was  finished.  The  septic  system  had  been  installed,  and  excavation  for  the 
rear  entrance  completed.  Roof  repairs  are  complete.  Some  preparation  of 
the  exterior  for  painting  has  been  accomplished. 

During  the  winter  months,  work  has  proceeded  on  the  interior.  The 
committee  hopes  that,  by  early  April,  the  town  offices  in  the  Academy 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy.  Vacating  of  present  town  offices  will 
make  it  possible  to  begin  the  renovation  of  Police  Department  quarters  in 
the  Town  Hall  building.  '

80  Gilmanton  Annual  Report  for  1988 

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

We  have  had  an  active  season  in  our  initial  year  as  Trustees  of  Ceme- 
teries. The  Board  was  created  by  vote  of  the  March  1988  Town  Meeting.  We 
volunteered  our  services  and  were  duly  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. In  previous  years,  the  duty  was  administered  by  one  person,  a  Town 
employee. 

Our  first  meeting  was  on  May  18th  to  formulate  a  plan  for  continued 
maintenance  and  restoration  of  the  ten  Town  owned  and  private  cemeteries, 
some  of  which  have  funds  invested  in  a  Common  Trust  to  provide  for  their 
care.  Our  next  meeting  was  spent  on  a  tour  of  the  Town,  investigating  each 
cemetery  location,  as  well  as  the  Mary  Butler  Eastman  Homestead  Marker 
on  Rte.  140,  and  assessing  what  work  needed  to  be  done  on  each. 

We  acquired  the  services  of  Edward  R.  Kelley  &  Son  of  Barnstead,  who 
was  familiar  with  our  Town  cemeteries  having  worked  on  them  in  1987.  We 
accepted  the  offer  of  Miss  Debbie  Colman  of  Tilton,  who  has  a  personal 
interest  in  the  Guinea  Ridge  Cemetery,  to  keep  that  cemetery  maintained 
during  the  season. 

Before  Memorial  Day,  we  had  general  spring  cleaning-up  done,  i.e.,  rake, 
brush  and  mow.  Those  cemeteries  with  funds  permitting  were  mowed  again 
before  the  4th  of  July.  We  met  two  more  times  with  Mr.  Kelley,  going  over 
budget  appropriations  and  outlining  further  maintenance  for  the  year.  In  a 
few  locations  a  third  mowing  was  done  before  Old  Home  Day  in  August. 
Mr.  Kelley  donated  his  services  for  a  third  mowing  at  the  Shellcamp  Road 
location  as  Trust  Fund  income  for  the  year  had  been  depleted.  We  have  had 
the  Hillside  Cemetery,  off  Old  Stage  Road  in  the  Iron  Works,  mowed  more 
frequently,  and  fertilized  and  limed  the  top  half-side  in  the  fall,  this  ceme- 
tery being  more  heavily  endowed  than  the  other  Town  cemeteries. 

We  have  made  a  special  attempt  to  restore  two  particular  Town  ceme- 
teries, endowed  by  only  one  or  two  Care  Funds,  which  have  deteriorated  in 
the  past  several  years  due  to  lack  of  money.  Forty-six  percent  of  the  Town 
appropriation  was  expended  on  the  Rte.  140  to  Alton  cemetery  and  twenty- 
five  percent  on  the  Upper  City  Road  (rear  of  Bosiak  farm)  cemetery.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  plan  can  be  continued  in  the  future  until  these  two  ceme- 
teries are  restored  to  a  suitable  condition.  Here  are  buried  Revolutionary 
War  Veterans  and  first  residents  of  the  Town.  Their  gravestones  provide  a 
permanent  record  of  the  men  and  women  who  helped  settle  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton.

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GILMANTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  was  a  progressive  and  exciting  year  for  the  Gilmanton  Police 
Department.  The  Department  instituted  a  Field  Training  Program  for  all 
officers.  Officer  Vincent  Baiocchetti  received  specialized  training  in  this 
area  and  has  been  designated  the  training  officer  for  the  department.  The 
department  has  trained  its  first  female  part-time  officer,  Susan  Roberts.  She 
has  been  a  big  asset  in  situations  involving  females  and  juveniles.  We  are 
happy  to  have  her  aboard.  A  major  development  this  year  was  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Boy  Scout  PoHce  Explorer  Post.  This  post  is  comprised  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  14  to  21.  We  presently  have  17  cadets.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  them.  For  the  first  time  "Crack"  a  potent  cocaine 
derivative,  was  encountered  in  the  town  of  Gilmanton. 

Every  year  I  touch  on  growth  and  this  year  was  no  exception.  This  year 
realized  the  largest  number  of  residential  housing  permits  in  recent  years. 
This  means  more  demands  on  your  police  department.  We  will  need  to  look 
for  assistance  from  you  as  your  demands  on  the  department  continue  to 
increase.  Calls  form  the  public  increased  .09%  this  year  to  1,584.  We  have 
seen  an  increase  in  calls  of  34%  since  we  last  hired  an  officer  in  1982.  Like  it 
or  not,  Gilmanton  is  growing. 

In  compiling  the  total  statistics  for  1988,  I  was  pleased  to  see  our  Bur- 
glaries drop  from  32  in  1987  to  22  in  1988.  VandaHsm  dropped  from  65  in 
1987  to  44  in  1988.  Our  D.W.L  arrests  dropped  from  26  in  1987  to  13  in 
1988.  Hopefully  this  means  there  is  less  drinking  and  driving.  Liquor  Law 
Violations  by  Minors  went  from  5  in  1987  to  18  in  1988.  This  is  attributable 
to  a  change  in  how  we  handle  these  situations  due  to  a  N.H.  Supreme  Court 
Decision.  Assauhs  were  up  from  5  in  1987  to  13  in  1988.  Court  cases  went 
up  from  397  to  543  and  total  activity  went  from  2,412  to  3,265.  Total 
activity  is  everything  we  do  (motor  vehicle  stops,  arrests,  calls,  etc). 

I  feel  it  was  a  good  year.  I  hope  we  have  responded  to  your  needs  and 
have  done  so  in  a  fair  manner.  As  always,  my  door  is  open  to  you.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1988  the  planning  board  took  advantage  of  a  some-what  lessened  work 
load  resulting  from  the  interim  growth  management  ordinance  adopted  by 
the  Town  in  March  of  1988.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Commission  and  several  concerned  citizens,  a  capital  improve- 
ment program  is  in  final  draft  and  should  be  complete  and  adopted  by  town 
meeting.  The  public  facilities  section  of  the  master  plan  has  also  been 
updated  and  is  almost  complete.  A  subcommittee  worked  on  an  extensive 
revision  of  the  subdivision  regulations.  We  will  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the 
revisions  in  late  winter.  Remaining  planning  tasks  include  review  and  up- 
date of  the  rest  of  the  master  plan. 

The  board  approved  21  residential  subdivisions  with  73  lots,  49  of  which 
are  building  lots  of  less  than  ten  acres.  There  were  9  boundary  line  adjust- 
ments and  7  site  plan  review  approvals.  Three  subdivision  applications  were 
denied  or  withdrawn.  Applications  for  35  lots  await  further  action.  (At  this 
time  in  1988  there  were  150  lots  awaiting  action  or  information.) 

Again  this  winter  a  group  of  citizens  came  forward  with  a  petition 
recommending  a  growth  management  program.  With  some  minor  changes 
to  their  draft,  we  have  presented  it  to  the  public  for  consideration.  Pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance  are  mostly  housekeeping 
changes.  The  major  amendment  eliminates  the  R-2  zone  and  permits  manu- 
factured housing  parks  and  subdivision  in  the  rural  zone  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  now  in  place.  This  is  proposed  in  response  to  legislation  which 
requires  that  Towns  must  permit  manufactured  housing  (generally  called 
mobile  homes)  on  individual  lots  anywhere  in  town  OR  in  parks  and 
subdivisions  in  most  residential  zones. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  sally  Hartman  who  has  worked  extremely  hard 
on  the  capital  improvements  program.  She  has  been  assisted  by  Bill  An- 
gevine,  Jim  Summers  and  Randall  Giddings  and  a  subcommittee  of  the 
planning  board.  My  appreciation  of  Candy  Daigle's  ability  to  keep  us 
organized,  to  deal  with  applicants  and  the  public,  and  to  have  the  entire 
planning  file  at  her  fingertips  is  reinforced  when  I  visit  other  planning 
boards  who  lack  such  capable  administrative  assistance.  Gordon  Russell  has 
expertly  chaired  meetings  when  I  was  unable  to  attend.  And  all  of  the 
members  and  alternate  members  of  the  board  have  worked  together  to  serve 
the  community. 

With  3  telephone  books,  6  or  7  telephone  exchanges,  and  5  or  6  zip  codes, 
Gilmanton  is  very  split  up.  It  is  difficult  to  find  phone  numbers  and  almost 
impossible  to  be  certain  of  correct  mailing  addresses.  There  is  no  single 
newspaper  or  radio  station  that  reaches  everyone.  A  useful  project  would  be 
to  compile  a  list  of  addresses  and  phone  numbers  for  town  residents  and 
make  it  readily  available,  perhaps  at  a  modest  price  to  cover  the  cost. 
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I  begin  to  sense  that  people  are  becoming  aware  of  the  problem  and 
looking  for  solutions.  Ann  Bennett  of  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  has  taken  on 
the  Gilmanton  news  column  in  the  Suncook  Valley  Sun\  As  chairman  of  the 
planning  board,  I  welcome  her  work,  and  have  asked  that  she  receive  our 
monthly  agenda.  The  selectmen  have  appointed  a  committee,  headed  by 
George  Gantz,  to  identify  tracts  of  land  which  may  be  particularly  valuable 
as  open  space  and  to  work  with  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands.  The 
planning  board  pledges  to  work  closely  with  this  committee. 

We  need  to  recruit  an  ad-hoc  citizens  committee  to  work  on  the  master 
plan  update.  We  should  re-survey  the  community  within  the  next  year  or 
two,  hold  public  forums  on  issues  of  town  development,  and  again  contract 
with  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  to  update  the  remainder  of  the 
plan.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission's  efforts  in  1988  were  directed  in  a  num- 
ber of  areas.  A  continuing  function  of  the  Commission  is  to  provide 
information  regarding  Dredge  and  Fill  Applications  to  the  State  Wetlands 
Board.  A  usual  number  of  applications  were  observed.  The  Commission 
would  like  to  remind  residents  that  State  law  requires  a  permit  be  filed  with 
and  approved  by  the  State  Wetlands  Board  before  any  wetland  can  be 
dredged  or  filled.  The  Town  Clerk's  office  has  necessary  forms  to  start  this 
process.  Any  resident  with  questions  can  contact  the  Commission  Chairman 
Bill  Foster  at  267-6874. 

The  Commission  continued  gathering  information  to  work  toward  com- 
pletion of  a  Wetlands  survey  of  the  town.  When  finished  this  survey  will 
objectively  evaluate  our  valuable  wetland's  resources  in  a  number  of  impor- 
tant categories. 

Also  continuing  was  our  Water  Quality  Testing  Program  in  Loon  and 
Shellcamp  Ponds.  Tests  are  taken  each  year  for  acidity,  human  waste 
bacteria,  and  other  factors  related  to  overall  water  quality.  This  year,  like 
last,  found  no  indications  of  water  quality  degradation  in  either  pond. 
Similar  results  were  found  at  Crystal  Lake  by  the  testing  done  by  the  Crystal 
Lake  Association.

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Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection 
Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA 
224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  seUing  a  forest  product,  uses 
a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of 
a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the  persons  men- 
tioned above.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
GILMANTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS 

1988  has  been  a  year  of  significant  change  for  the  Fire  Service  in  the  town 
of  Gilmanton.  Two  years  of  study  and  preplanning,  followed  by  six  months 
of  implementation  have  yielded  the  successful  consolidation  of  the  Gilman- 
ton Iron  Works  and  Gilmanton  Corner  Fire  Departments  into  the  Gilman- 
ton Fire  Department. 

The  efforts  and  determination  of  the  volunteer  firefighters  and  new  full 
time  employees  made  it  possible  to  bring  these  two  independent  fire  depart- 
ments together  in  order  to  provide  the  town  of  Gilmanton  with  quality  fire 
and  emergency  medical  services  as  one  organization,  the  Gilmanton  Fire 
Department.  Much  of  the  success  of  the  reorganization  was  due  to  the 
leadership  and  efforts  of  the  two  former  fire  chiefs,  David  Russell,  Gilman- 
ton Iron  Works  Fire  Department,  and  James  Clough,  Gilmanton  Corner 
Fire  Department,  who  worked  together  in  the  planning  and  development  of 
the  merger,  and  consequently  passed  on  their  joint  responsibility  to  one 
department  chief. 

The  changes  did  not  end  with  the  merger  of  the  departments.  In  addition 
to  the  reorganization  and  as  a  direct  result  of  action  by  voters  at  last  year's 
town  meeting,  two  full-time  employees  were  hired  by  the  Fire  Department. 
The  positions  created  were  designed  to  cover  a  variety  of  duties  which 
include  fire  protection,  emergency  medical  coverage,  building  and  health 
inspections,  and  fire  prevention.  Most  important  was  the  coverage  of  the 
fire  and  emergency  calls  that  take  place  during  the  day-time  hours  of  the 
week.  During  these  hours  many  of  the  volunteers  are  working  out  of  town. 
The  need  for  full-time  day  coverage  is  most  apparent  in  view  of  the  fire 
department  ambulance  service  which  was  also  established  at  the  town 
meeting  last  year  when  the  town  was  faced  with  the  rising  cost  of  contracted 
ambulance  service  from  the  town  of  Barnstead.  The  two  full-time  em- 
ployees are  also  responsible  for  the  administrative  duties  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment which  over  the  past  several  years  have  become  more  demanding,  and 
require  a  professional  approach.  The  full-time  employees  also  provide 
support  services  in  the  areas  of  organization  and  training  in  order  to  allow 
the  volunteers  to  participate  without  the  burden  of  the  day  to  day  mainte- 
nance of  the  department.  However  the  participation  by  the  volunteers  is  at 
an  all  time  high  and  the  town  of  Gilmanton  is  fortunate  to  have  the  50 
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dedicated  men  and  women  who  volunteer  as  firefighters  and  emergency 
medical  providers.  With  the  combination  of  full-time  and  volunteer  person- 
nel we  will  continue  to  provide  quality  service  to  the  residents  of  Gilmanton. 
It  is  our  further  hope  that  this  combination  will  allow  us  to  retain  our 
personnel  longer  and  recruit  new  personnel  in  the  future. 

At  the  same  time  as  the  new  employees  were  hired  by  the  fire  department 
the  problem  of  the  building  and  inspection  department  also  needed  to  be 
solved.  Due  to  the  cooperation  between  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  it  was  decided  to  make  the  Building  Department  a  division  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  place  the  responsibility  of  building  inspections 
with  the  new  employees  of  the  Fire  Department.  This  approach  of  combin- 
ing the  three  services,  fire,  ambulance,  and  building  make  it  possible  to 
provide  the  town  with  full  time  coverage,  eliminates  duplication  of  services 
and  prevented  the  establishment  of  multiple  agencies  in  town.  Many  inspec- 
tions that  are  required  by  state  law  and  town  ordinance  need  to  be  reviewed 
and  documented  by  both  the  fire  and  building  departments,  and  by  making 
the  building  a  division  of  the  Fire  Department  one  agency  handles  all  cases. 
Additionally,  many  areas  of  code  enforcement  and  fire  prevention  are 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Fire  Department  where  they  may  otherwise 
not  have  been.  Although  new  construction  permits  and  inspections  are  a 
major  focus,  health  insp.,  woodstove  inspection,  public  building  inspec- 
tions, home  inspections  and  fire  safety  education  are  services  that  are 
provided  by  this  department. 

The  Gilmanton  Fire  Department  consist  of  two  fire  stations,  one  located 
in  Gilmanton  Iron  Works,  and  one  located  in  Gilmanton  Corner,  four  fire 
engines,  one  tanker,  one  forestry  vehicle,  a  rescue/utility  truck  and  the 
ambulance.  This  year  as  a  result  of  funds  appropriated  at  last  years  town 
meeting  in  conjunction  with  funds  privately  donated  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, a  new  combination  ambulance/rescue  vehicle  has  been  ordered.  This 
vehicle  is  expected  to  be  delivered  and  placed  into  service  sometime  in 
February,  and  will  take  the  place  of  the  two  present  vehicles  which  are  both 
ten  years  old.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMISSION 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  continues  to  provide  services 
related  to  planning  and  development  to  the  community  and  especially  to  the 
planning  board.  This  year  the  town  contracted  with  LRPC  to  develop  a 
capital  improvements  program.  The  resulting  document  is  available  for 
examination  in  the  offices  of  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk. 

The  town  also  contracted  to  update  two  sections  of  the  Master  Plan:  the 
housing  and  public  facilities  section.  The  latter  is  almost  complete,  but  the 
housing  section  requires  further  assembling  of  data  about  the  town's  devel- 
opment since  1982  when  the  present  Master  Plan  was  completed.  We  expect 
to  see  this  completed  before  the  fall  of  1989.  The  planning  board  will 
continue  to  review  the  master  plan,  and  will  require  professional  assistance, 
provided  by  LRPC,  to  keep  the  document  current. 

Gilmanton  planning  board  and  ZBA  members  and  other  officials  have 
participated  in  on-going  training  projects  sponsored  by  LRPC,  including 
the  annual  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series,  workshops  on  fiscal,  traffic  and 
environmental  impact  studies,  and  regular  commission  meetings  on  topics 
of  concern  to  the  town.  LRPC  provides  information  on  regional  growth, 
environmental  concerns,  housing  characteristics  and  other  matters  which 
must  be  considered  as  part  of  the  local  planning  function. 

LRPC  has  also  served  as  an  information  or  referral  source  for  expertise  in 
wetlands  studies,  package  sewage  treatment  plants,  cluster  development 
regulation,  and  growth  mangement  regulation.  It  has  supplied  the  town 
with  80  copies  of  the  zoning  ordinance  and  55  copies  of  the  subdivision 
regulations.  It  has  organized  a  regional  household  hazardous  waste  collec- 
tion project  for  towns  in  the  region. 

In  a  period  when  regional  growth  is  a  challenge  to  volunteer  planning 
boards  in  every  town,  the  regional  planning  commission  serves  vital  advi- 
sory, educational  and  coordinating  functions.

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GILMANTON  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1988 
COMMENTS  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Dear  Fellow  Citizens: 

Perhaps  the  most  discussed  topic  of  your  times  is  the  perceived  decline  of 
the  American  technological  advantage.  The  thought  of  our  society  becom- 
ing second  rate,  has  heightened  concern  among  some  sectors.  Certain 
authorities  have  ventured  to  identify  the  causes  of  such  decline;  chief  among 
the  contributing  factors  has  been  the  near  total  breakdown  of  this  country's 
public  school  system.  Nearly  every  day  an  article  from  some  source  draws 
attention  to  the  decline  of  America's  educational  system  and,  therefore,  the 
reason  for  the  country's  loss  of  the  competitive  edge. 

Certainly,  this  School  Board  is  mindful  of  the  need  to  advance  in  areas  of 
education.  In  that  regard,  the  Board  is  benefited  by  a  citizenry  which  placed 
emphasis  on  education  and  supports  future  advancement  within  Gilman- 
ton's  education  system.  Be  that  as  it  may,  we,  the  citizens  of  Gilmanton, 
must  make  very  important  decisions  as  to  how  the  course  of  education  will 
proceed  in  this  town  in  the  next  decade  and  how  we  will  contribute  to  the 
overall  support  of  education. 

Over  the  last  four  years,  the  School  Board  has  groped  with  the  problems 
of  implementing  effective  programs  at  the  upper  levels  within  our  elemen- 
tary school  system  to  better  prepare  our  students  for  the  transition  to  the 
high  school  environment.  Our  present  budget  provides  for  implementation 
of  a  computer  study  program;  this  is  the  first  step  in  the  transition.  This 
Board  has  initiated  the  process  with  the  considerable  support  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Gilmanton;  however,  perhaps  no  single  factor  impedes  progress 
more  than  the  space  limitations  within  the  present  school  plant  —  even  the 
casual  observer  must  recognize  this  fact  upon  viewing  the  two  modular  units 
positioned  in  the  front  of  the  elementary  school.  This  year's  budget  includes 
leasing  two  additional  modular  units  to  meet  the  space  needs  for  the 
1989-1990  school  year;  to  characterize  the  current  space  needs  as  critical  is 
to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  such  conditions  are  affecting  the  quality  of 
education. 

At  the  upcoming  School  District  Meeting,  the  voters  will  face  yet  another 
proposal  for  bonding  to  expand  school  facilities.  To  date,  there  has  been 
much  discussion  concerning  what  is  the  best  approach.  The  time  is  at  hand 
when  a  decision  must  be  made  and  the  whole  process  must  go  forward  in 
order  to  maintain  the  quality  of  education  in  Gilmanton.  Necessarily,  not 
everyone  is  going  to  be  satisfied  with  one  proposal  over  another,  however, 
one  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  ultimate  objective  is  to  provide 
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an  effective  educational  program  through  the  next  decade.  On  that  basis, 
we,  the  Board,  ask  the  voters  of  Gilmanton  to  consider  the  ultimate  goal 
and  come  to  a  decision  as  to  bonding  an  expansion  of  school  facilities. 
Gilmanton  must  contribute  on  the  local  level  in  order  to  support  the  larger 
picture. 

We  look  forward  to  your  presence  at  the  upcoming  School  District 
Meeting.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Gilmanton  School  District 
Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Gil- 
manton School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988,  and  have  issued 
our  report  thereon  dated  August  19,  1988.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards;  the  standards  for 
financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for  Audit  and 
Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities,  and  Functions,  issued 
by  the  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office;  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984;  the 
provisions  of  OMB  Circular  A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Govern- 
ments; and  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  34  CFR  74.62,  and  accordingly 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  management  of  the  Gilmanton  School  District  is  responsible  for  the 
School  District's  compliance  with  laws  and  regulations.  In  connection  with 
the  examination  referred  to  above,  we  selected  and  tested  transactions  and 
records  from  nonmajor  Federal  financial  assistance  programs  to  determine 
the  School  District's  compliance  with  laws  and  regulations,  noncompliance 
with  which  we  believe  could  have  a  material  effect  on  the  allowability  of 
program  expenditures. 

The  results  of  our  tests  indicate  that,  for  the  transactions  and  records 
tested,  the  Gilmanton  School  District  complied  with  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions referred  to  above.  Our  testing  was  more  limited  than  would  be 
necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  whether  the  Gilmanton  School  District 
administered  those  programs  in  compliance  with  all  material  respects  with 
laws  and  regulations,  noncompliance  with  which  we  believe  could  have  a 
material  effect  on  the  allowability  of  program  expenditures;  however,  with 
respect  to  the  transactions  that  were  not  tested  by  us,  nothing  came  to  our 
attention  to  indicate  that  the  Gilmanton  School  District  had  violated  laws 
and  regulations.
